c. MO, BARI, have vehemently protested t o C HAPIN that the 
politicail invblvement of lBaroyAPOR vri.th the HORTHY regime, and the 
relatively well known allegiance of Msgr UAGTARY to the Royalists 
will .prejudice the success of the OSS Mission if they enter under 
our sponsorship. As BUDAPESTH will no doubt be Russian occupied, 
the mere fact of our employment of such people may prejudice the 
Russians to the extent of throwing out the entire group.
